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(57) Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To solve such problems that 
customers waiting their turns queue up in front of a 
cashier in congestion, settlement with various kinds of 
cards results in a similar situation, the educational 
period of store clerks is required because the operation 
of a POS system is complicated and the illegal use of a 
card is so frequent that a countermeasure against it is 
required. 

SOLUTION: This method registers purchased 
merchandises to the POS system as purchase information 
to transmit the registered purchase information to a 
portable telephone set through a communication link 
mechanism, and inputs and transmits price settling 
information with the portable telephone set to transmit 
the price settling information through the communication 
link mechanism to confirm settlement by the POS system. 
In addition, this method transmits settlement confirming 
information that the POS system confirms the settlement 
to the portable telephone set, and a purchasing person 
confirms it with the portable telephone set and stores 
settlement confirming information as purchasing history

[Preferred embodiment] 

The method for settling the price of purchased 1 
commodities by the cellular phone of the present 
invention is described in detail below with reference 
10 to drawings. 
[0008] 

Fig. 1 shows one basic preferred embodiment of a 
method for settling the price of purchased commodities 
by the cellular phone of the present invention. Fig. 

15 2 shows another basic preferred embodiment of a method 
for settling the prices of purchased commodities by the 
cellular phone of the present invention. Figs. 3, 4 and 
5 show other basic preferred embodiments of a method 
for settling the prices of purchased commodities by the 

20 cellular phone of the present invention. 
[0009] 

The present invention relates to a method for 
settling the prices of commodities in a department store, 
a supermarket store, a convenience store, etc., using 
25 a cellular phone. The method for settling the prices 
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of purchased commodities by the cellular phone of the 
present invention set forth in claim 1 is realized by 
a cellular phone carried by a purchaser, a register 
connected to the POS system of a sales depot and a 
5 communication link mechanism connected between the 
cellular phone and POS system. Each purchased commodity 
is recorded in the POS system as purchase information 
through the register provided with a commodities reading 
means, and the recorded purchase information is 

10 transmitted to the cellular phone through the 
communication link mechanism. On receipt of the 
transmitted purchase information, the purchaser inputs 
price settlement information to the cellular phone to 
transmit it to the POS system through the communication 

15 link mechanism. Then, the purchaser confirms the 
settlement at the register connected to the POS system. 
[0010] 

Furthermore, according to the method for settling 
the prices of purchased commodities by the cellular 

20 phone of the present invention set forth in claim 2, 
the settlement information confirmed at the register 
connected to the POS system is transmitted to the 
cellular phone. The purchaser confirms the settlement 
confirmation information by the cellular phone and 

25 simultaneously, the information is stored as his/her 
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purchase history information. 
[0011] 

Specifically, for the cellular phone of the 
present invention, which is used for the price 
5 settlement of purchased commodities, a cellular phone 
provided with a popular LCD display means, etc., can 
be used. This cellular phone can also bi-directionally 
communicate with the POS system, which is described 
later. 
.10 [0012] 

The POS (post of sales) system is a sales point 
information management system, and recently has been 
introduced in a large-sized store, such as, a department 
store, a supermarket store, etc., and a convenience 

15 store having many chain stores. The POS system is 
connected to a register to collectively manage sales 
information inputted by a commodity reading means, such 
as a bar-code reader provided with a register, an 
automatic personal computer reader, etc. 

20 [0013] 

For the communication link mechanism, the 
Internet, an intra-store communication means, a 
transmitting/receiving mechanism provided for the POS 
system, which directly communicates with the cellular 
25 phone by means of electric waves or infrared rays, can 
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be used, by which the cellular phone and the POS system 

are connected. 

[0014] 

Then, the purchaser takes commodities to be 
purchased to the register, and the register records the 
commodities to be purchased in the POS system as purchase 
information by a commodity reading means, such as a 
bar-code reader, an automatic personal computer reader, 
etc., in the conventional way. 
[0015] 

The recorded purchase information includes the 
name of each commodity, its commodity code, a unit price, 
quantity and a total amount, which are transmitted from 
the POS system to the cellular phone carried by the 
purchaser through the communication link mechanism . The 
transmitted purchase information is received by the 
cellular phone carried by the purchaser and is displayed 
on its display means. 
[0016] 

Then, after confirming the displayed purchase 
information, the purchaser inputs price settlement 
information to the cellular phone to transmit it to the 
POS system through the communication link mechanism. 
For the price settlement information, a registration 
number, which is registered in the sales depot in advance, 
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the account number of a purchaser' s bank, a password, 
the phone number of the cellular phone or the like can 
be used. Alternatively, a combination of these numbers 
can also be used. 
[0017] 

Then, the price settlement of the purchased 
commodities is completed by confirming the settlement 
at the register connected to the POS system. The 
settlement confirmation information is transmitted to 
the cellular phone carried by the purchaser., and the 
transmitted settlement information is stored in the 
cellular phone as his/her purchase history. 
[0018] 

Alternatively, the price settlement information 
can be prepared to transmit if the purchaser calls up 
his/her registration number registered in the POS system 
in advance by the cellular phone and completes the 
registration of the purchase information. The balance 
after the partial payment in the POS system, of a note, 
such as a coupon, a discount ticket, etc., can also be 
used . 
[0019] 

Although the summary of each method for settling 
the price of purchased commodities by the cellular phone 
of the present invention is described above, in the 
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preferred embodiment shown in Fig. 1, the Internet is 
used as the communication link mechanism, and the 
creditability of a purchaser is checked by transmitting 
the price settlement information to his/her credit 
5 company or bank. 
[0020] 

Specifically, the purchaser transmits the price 
settlement information to the Internet, being the 
communication link mechanism. Then, on receipt of it, 

10 the Internet transmits his/her creditability 
confirmation information to his/her credit company or 
bank. Then, the credit company or bank returns his/her 
creditability information to the POS system of the sales 
depot through the Internet, based on the creditability 

15 confirmation information. Then, the settlement is 
completed by confirming the creditability information 
at the register connected to the POS system. 
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
